ACCIDENT NEAR THEIR HOME 


Were Cutting Timber for Piling in 


Woods Near House— In juries 


Not Believed Fatal. 


While cutting timber for piling in 
a woods close to their home, two 
miles north of Acme, this afternoon, 
Lawrence Denny , 40, and his son, 
W alter, 11, were painfully , and prob­ 
ably seriously injured when a swing ­ 
ing limb on a tree on which they were 
working fell upon them, and another 
son, Ilersehel, 15, in try ing to es­ 
cape the heavy limb, fell and sus­ 
tained injuries, the ex tent of which 
have not y et been determined. 
The accident occurred shortly a f ­ 
ter noon, soon after Mr. Denny and 
the boy s had returned to their work 
after eating 
dinner^ at home. 
As 
there were no other witnesses, the 
ex act details of how the accident oc­ 
curred could 
not 
be 
ascertained. 
The 
limb 
crashed downward and 
struck Mr. Denny and the y oung er 
boy , felling them to the g round and 
inflicting severe scalp wounds. 
The 
elder boy 
manag ed 
to 
escape the 
falling limb, but in so doing tripped 
and crashed into th e,tree, stunning 
him and rendering him unconscious. 
The cries of the other two reached 
the ears of Mrs. Dennv, who rushed 
to the scene and succeeded in remov­ 
ing the heavy limb. 
Dr. Jenkins, of 
Cortland, was summoned and ex am ­ 
ined the three injured men. 
Mr. Denny was the most serious­ 
ly 
injured,

The y oung er boy also 
received

scalp wounds, 
while the older boy is not believed to 
be seriously injured.

m ake ev ery thing this gov ernm ent has 
attem pted and ev ery thing that it has 
achiev ed du ring this terrib le stru ggle 
of nations m eaningless and fu tile.

Home owners who wish to g et the 
best resu lts from their lawns shou ld 
beg in to work on them the last of 
Febru ary or early in March, accord­ 
ing to the lawn sp ecialists of the 
United States Dep artment of Ag ri­ 
cu ltu re. 
Too many p eop le delay g iv ­ 
ing any attention to their g rass p lots 
u ntil the weather becomes warm and 
thim lose an op p ortu nity to take a d­ 
v antag e of melting snow and the a l­ 
ternate nig ht freezing and thawing 
of the g rou nd. 
If the lawn has not already been 
fertilized, some form of commercial 
fertilizer shou ld be u sed at once. 
M anu re ap p lied this late will not be 
effectiv e in most cases. Grou nd bone 
is p robably the best fertilizer to u se, 
althou g h tankag e and fish scrap s, 
some of which, howev er, hav e an u n ­ 
p leasant smell, also g iv e g ood resu lts. 
Prep ared sheep m anu re is an ex cel­ 
lent fertilizer for u se at this season. 
Cottonseed meal where obtainable a t 
a low enou g h p rice may be u sed to 
adv antag e. 
In connection with these 
fertilizers, howev er, is a desirable to 
u se some wood ashes or other fe rti­ 
lizer containing p otash. 
As fertiliz­ 
ers with this element are u nu su ally 
hig h p riced this y ear, the natu ral in ­ 
clination 
will be to 
u se 
minimu m 
qu antities. 
With soils that hav e 
been well fertilized in the p ast, fail­ 
u re to u se a normal amou nt of p o t­ 
ash will p robably not affect the lawn 
badly in one season. 
These ferti­ 
lizers shou ld be ap p lied at the ea rl­ 
iest p ossible moment. 
Temp tation to g et on the law’n and 
clean it u p is strong as soon as the 
snow is g one and the weather beg ins 
to settle. Imp atience, howev er, shou ld 
be cu rbed u ntil the g rou nd is settled 
fairly well so that footm arks will 
not show in the tu rf. 
Where a lawn 
lias been tramp led down du ring the 
winter or p lay ed u p on when it was 
soft in winter or early sp ring , the 
owner shou ld take step s to comp act 
it- su rface at the earliest p ossible 
moment. 
This comp acting , howev er, 
shou ld not he done u ntil all trash 
has been remov ed. 
As soon as the 
g rou nd is su fficiently settled so th at 
a rake does not dig into the tu rf, the 
owner shou ld rake it g ently with a 
w’ooden-toothed rake. 
Frequ ently , 
howev er, all that is necessary is to 
p ick off the litter. 
If a lawn has 
been cov ered with manu re in the fall, 
it will he necessary to break the m a­ 
nu re u p with a rake in the sp ring , 
and remov e some of the coarser p o r­ 
tions. 
A wooden rake is best for this 
p u rp ose, as it will leav e so mu ch more 
of the tine material u p on the g rou nd. 
Do not rake off so mu ch of the m a­ 
nu re th at the lawn will hav e a th o r­ 
ou g hly clean ap p earance. 
All of the 
fine manu re that the su mmer g rowth 
of g rass can p ossibly hide shou ld be 
left, 
it is su rp rising how mu ch lit­ 
ter the g rass will obscu re in a lawn, 
as one or two heav y rains will beat 
down a qu antity of su ch material. 
Before freezing weather is entirely 
ov er, fresh g rass seed shou ld 
be 
sown, for it mu st be remembered that 
only 
by 
rep eated 
ap p lications 
of 
g rass seed can a g ood lawn be p ro ­ 
du ced. 
The ordinary seeding of 
g rass on a new law’n is 1 p ou nd of 
seed to ev ery 400 squ are feet— that 
is, to a p iece 20 feet squ are. 
For re ­ 
seeding a lawn, one-tenth to one-half 
of this amou nt shou ld be u sed, a c ­ 
cording to the condition of the law’n 
at the time. 
For the northern p art 
of the United States, Kentu cky blu e 
g rass and redtop are the standard 
v arieties. 
Howev er, where there are © 
many bare sp aces it w’ill be fou nd © 
well to u se some white clov er. Abou t © 
one-tenth the qu antity of clov er as © 
of the other g rasses "mentioned will © 
be requ ired.

Probably as g ood a time as any © 
to ap p ly g rass seed 
will be some © 
morning when the g rou nd is frozen, © 
so th at when the g rou nd thaws du ring © 
the middle of the day the sown seed © 
will be cov ered su fficiently to g erm- © 
inate well. 
The most su ccessfu l © 
seeding is that done while the g rou nd © 
i.s freezing a little each nig ht and © 
thaw’ing ag ain in the day time. Many ©

g etting a g ood law*n by these m eth­ 
ods than when the seed is sown on 
land th at will not qu ickly cov er it. 
The last op eration in the p relim­ 
inary sp ring care of a lawn is to 
g iv e it a g ood rolling . 
This rolling , 
which shou ld be done with as heav y 
a roller as can be handled, shou ld 
not be beg u n, howev er, u ntil after the 
lawn is dry enou g h so that the roller 
p asses ov er it withou t sinking at any 
p oint below the g eneral lev el. 
If the 
land is too wet the roller will leav e 
dep ressions. 
This rolling shou ld be 
done just as soon as the land is dry 
enou g h to p ermit it, as rolling com­ 
p acts the soil abou t the roots of the 
p lants, bring s them into closer con­ 
tact with the soil, and g iv es them a 
better op p ortu nity to make a qu ick 
start as soon as weather conditions 
are fav orable. 


Grass cu tting shou ld beg in ju st as 
soon as the lawn womer can g et a 
g ood hold. 
The v ery early cu tting 
may be made with the lawn mower set 
close to the g rou nd. 
As soon as tlio 
g rowth of g rass becomes a little less 
v ig orou s, the mower shou ld be set 
ju st as hig h as p ossible. 
This hig h 
cu tting shou ld be done as frequ ently 
as thou g h the g rass were being cu t 
shorter.

Secretary Daniels ami liis advisers 
have decided to inaugurate a system 
of civilian naval training similar in 
general outline to that on which mili­ 
tary training camps have been estab­ 
lished at IMattsburg and elsewhere. It 
is planned to use six battleships to 
take those who present themselves for 
training for a month’s cruise, begin­ 
ning about Aug. 15. 
The vessels to be utilized as training 
ships will take on their student person 
nel along the Atlantic coast, probably 
at New York, Boston, Philadelphia. 
Norfolk. Portland and Charleston. It 
is estim ated tliat the six battleships 
will make possible the training of 2,500 
men. A similar program, it is expected, 
will l-e prepared for next year for de­ 
velopment of the Han on the Pacific 
coast. 
The only compulsory requirement is 
that each volunteer declare ids inten­ 
tion of giving his service to the navy 
in case of war. 
Some rudimentary knowledge of sea­ 
manship. machinery, radio, electricity 
or navigation will be required of each 
applicant. 
Each man will receive at 
the end of the cruise a certificate show 
ing exactly what he has done during 
his service. 
The expense per man is not expected 
to exceed $30, which would pay for his 
food and provide the necessary cloth­ 
ing, making it possible for the uavy to 
carry out the plan virtually without 
expense.

CIGAR SHAPED SHIPS NEXT. 


Type of Vessel Designed In England to 
Carry Oil Across the Atlantic. 
Cigar shaped ships, carrying each 
20,000 tons of oil, will probably be 
used to transport oil to England from 
America in the near future. 
They will travel under water, or, at 
least, In an almost submerged position, 
and be towed across the ocean by 
steamers. 
It has been found that a 
submerged vessel can be towed much 
more easily than an ordinary vessel of 
the same size, this being due to the 
fact th at the vessel is, even In its sur­ 
face position, 
almost 
entirely sub­ 
merged, and the - discovery has been 
made use of In the design of the new 
gigantic oil carriers. 
Another novelty will be the perma 
nent storage of large quantities of oil 
under water. 
Ordinary oil storage 
tanks are splendid m arks for big guns 
and are also vulnerable to attack from 
the air. 
The new method consists in 
sinking large steel cylinders filled wdth 
oil in an artificial lake, the oil being 
pumped in or out as required. 
An air 
chamber in each cylinder provides 
means for raising it to the surface of 
the water.

Dr. Wilbur, former vital statistician 
of the census bureau, estimates that 
300.000 babies die annually in the 
United States before reaching the age 
of one year. 
The children’s bureau, 
reducing this estimate to terms of to­ 
tal p op ulation, says: 
“It Is as if Chicago, the second city 
of the United States, were to be wip ed 
out of ex istence every ten years, not 
a single life being saved. 
It means the 
annihilation each decade of a p op ula­ 
tion as large as that of the state of 
New Jersey and greater than that of 
such states as Alabama, California, 
Iowa, 
Kentuck y, 
Minnesota, 
North 
Carolina. Tennessee, Virginia or Wis­ 
consin.” 
Such a statem ent grip s the imagina­ 
tion p owerfully enough, yet it does not 
even touch up on the vast sum total of 
hum an anguish which it cost the moth­ 


ers of our country to give these chil­ 
dren to the world nor their greater 
anguish at losing them. 
Infant mortality ap p ears naver so 
tragic as when it is remembered that 
the* highest medical sk ill of the day is 
authority for the statem ent that most 
of it is unnecessary. 
The New Y’ork 
state dep artment of health has adop t 
ed for its slogan these words, signitt 
cant of the enlightened sp irit of the 
times: “ Public health is p urchasable. 
Within natural limitations a commu­ 
nity can determine its own 
death 
rate." 
For decades p ast Uncle Sam has had 
a corp s of ex p erts whose duties in­ 
cluded the studying and remedying of 
causes of mortality among the horses, 
cattle and hogs of the country. Within 
more recent years—a bit tardily, p er­ 
hap s, but with enthusiasm —the old 
man lias turned bis attention to the 
babies. 
W hat V/c Owe the Babies. 


A baby is entitled to vigorous, 
g o o d , 
intelligent p arents. 
There is a vast 
amount of illness and mortality among 
p arents from tuberculosis, from occu­ 
p ational disease, from industrial aeci 
dents and from diseases lik e typ hoid, 
for all of which society is largely re­ 
sp onsible. 
The baby is entitled not only to both 
his p arents, but to the p hysical ossen 
tials of a good home, such as fresh air 
and sunshine and clean water and 
good drainage. 
He Is entitled to intel­ 
ligent and wholesome care. 
But how 
many p arents have had little or no op ­ 
p ortunity to learn what their babies 
need or to p rovide for their babies that 
which they k now to be necessary? 
Here we touch, of course, the whole 
great p roblem of p overty and Igno­ 
rance which must be solved before all 
babies can have their full inheritance 
• •f health and right living. 
Rut even 
before this fundamental p roblem Is 
solved there is much that everv com­ 
munity can do which serious!v wishes 
to serve ifs babies by su'd» ex p edients 


as p ublic health nurses, by infant wel­ 
fare stations, by a carefully sup ervised 
milk sup p ly, by instruction for moth­ 
ers and by sp ecial p rovision for fam i­ 
lies where the mother of a baby is 
comp elled to earn the living. 
One-fortieth of the life of the nation 
is renewed every year. 
It is for us to 
determine how that new life shall be 
p rotected. 
In Boston this year the retail stores, 
the Milk and Baby Hygiene nssoeia 
tion. the state board of health, the of­ 
ficers of the Floating hosp ital, the Wo­ 
men’s Municip al league, the hosp itals, 
the settlement houses and the boy 
scouts will co-op erate in the movement. 
Many of the city’s most p rominent 
p hysicians will lecture, and free ex ­ 
hibits will be on disp lay all over town. 
Tuesday, March 14, will be k nown 
there as “Mother’s day” and will I*, 
featured by a number of lectures on 
p renatal and obstetrical subjects by a 
number of 
well 
k nown authorities. 
Thursday, the Oth. will be “F ather’s 
day," and a mass meeting will be held 
at Faneuil ball from 12 noon to 2 p . 
in. 
The boy scouts will render active 
service in distributing a flag to fam­ 


ilies who have a baby less than one 
year old, and on a day which will be 
designated as “ Flag day” the flags will 
he disp layed from the various homes. 
Sell Stamp s In Philadelp hia. 


In Philadelp hia 1,000,000 little life 
•aving stamp s p rinted by the Baby 
week committee will be sold at 1 cent 
.« Mich, or as much more as the buyers 
wish to give, during the better baby 
camp aign. 
The stamp sale p roceeds will form 
the nucleus of a summer fund for the 
baby saving work of the city, to be 
tonducted In outdoor hosp itals, on set­ 
tlement roofs. In health centers and in 
baby clinics, which will be held in 
trust for the sick little ones of the p oor 
by the Child federation.

may be a p articip ant in the camp aign. 
The stamp s rep resent a mother and 
child and are p rinted in colors after the 
p ainting by Eleanor Plaisted Abbot, 
which has been used as a symbol of 
baby saving work for several years. 
Pittsburgh Baby Week . 
The p urp ose of Pittsburgh’s baby 
week was thus summed up in the leaf 
lets freely circulated among those who 
might be interested in tak ing p art In 
the camp aign: 
Fundamentally the p urp ose of baby 
week is educational. 
It seek s: 
First.—To bring to every Pittsburgh 
er the fact that it is sound civic econo­ 
my to reduce t In* si k ness and death 
rates among babies and to Imp rove the 
coming generation by measures which 
will k eep the baby and mother well be 
fore and after the baby’s birth. 
The 
community’s resp onsibility for its ba 
hies Is the central thought for baby 
week . 
Second.—To tell the p eop le of P itts­ 
burgh facts concerning the p resent 
status of infant mortality in their city 
and what is being done, both by p ub 
lie and p rivate organizations, to im­ 
p rove conditions which Injuriously a f­ 
fect the health of their babies. 
Third.—To give directly to the fa­ 
thers and mothers, the brothers and 
sisters of 
babies 
such 
information 
about the care of babies as will result 
in better care and feeding during the 
summer months, when the mortality 
rate Is esp ecially and needlessly high. 
Fourth.—To effect a better under­ 
standing which may co-ordinate the 
various agencies, p ublic and p rivate, 
which have baby welfare as their p ri­ 
mary object, with a view to avoiding 
dup lication and waste of effort.

would grow, and we still see it grow 
ing even unto this our day , but it doe>- 
look as if we had now come almost to 
the completion of the growth of I IF 
body , the church. 
The one thing to 
do is to be full of faith and the powei 
of the Spirit and faithfully and fear 
lessly witness unto Ilim and His sal 
vation and Ilis coming again until wc 
are called out of the body or up in the 
air to meet Him. The power of Stephen 
in overcoming those who disputed with 
him (verse 10) was in accordance with 
our Lord’s assurance in Luke x x i, 15 
“I will give y ou a mouth and wisdom 
which all y our adversaries shall uot be 
able to gainsay nor resist." 
This and similar assurances, such as 
Ex . iv, 12; Jer. i, 7-9; John x iv, 13, 14; 
x v, 7, are all for us today if we will 
stand for Him as Stephen did, for His 
ey es are still looking for hearts that 
are whole toward Him, that He may 
hold strongly with them (II Chron. 
x vl, 9, margin). 
If we stand for Him 
and with Him, as Peter and John and 
Stephen did. we must ex pect to know 
something of the hatred of the adver­ 
sary as they did, for we cannot know 
the power of Ilis resurrection without 
knowing also the fellowship of His 
sufferings (Phil, iii, 10). 
Those whc 
could not gainsay nor resist the trutli 
of God in the power of the Spirit by 
the mouth of Stephen could hire men 
to falsely accuse Stephen and make 
him out a liar and a dangerous man to 
be about 
That is one of the wiles of the devil 
which he has practiced so long that 
he Is very skillful in i t 
He tried it 
even upon our Lord Himself, and wTe ! 
cannot hope to escape, for as the Lord 
Jesus was persecuted, so must His fol 
lowers ex pect to be (John x v, 20). To 
these 
false accusations 
before 
the 
council we do not read that Stephen 
made any reply (verses 11-14). 
Like 
David and like the Lord Jesus, he was 
dumb before them (Fs. x x x viii, 13; 
x x x ix , 1, 2; M att x x vi, G3; x x vii, 12 
14). It is a great victory when one can 
keep his mouth and his tongue at such 
a time or at any time (Prov. x x i, 23). 
Although Stephen was outwardly in 
the presence of tlie council, his heart 
was in the presence of God, and it was 
seen in his face (verse 15). 
God was 
watching over Ills word and blessing 
it to the salvation of many , includ­ 
ing a great company of the prie« '« 


Increase of numbers, eveu in or­ 
dinary church membership, does not 
alway s tend to increase or even con 
tlnuance of peace, especially if it 
means pleasing more people, as is 
often the case, though it should not be 
so. Pleasing people is not the busines> 
of the preacher or the session or the 
vestry or the committee; not pleasing 
meu, but God, like the apostles in tin 
last lesson. 
In our lesson, while the 
number of the disciples was multiplied 
troubles multipled also, for some were 
neglected or felt that they were in 
the daily ministration. 
Today some 
people are not happy if they think the 
pastor seems to neglect them in his 
pastoral calls or in not noticing them 
after churcl» or on the street, and uc 
committee can rectify this. 
The twelve decided, wisely or uu 
wisely , certainly for their own com 
fort, that they could not attend to this 
business of serving tables, but must 
continue to give themselves to pray ei 
and Bible study and teaching the 
Word. 
When compared w ith . some 
other lines of service that of pray er 
and teaching would be to many a tie 
lightful preference, but ordinary serv 
ice must be attended to also and often 
requires more grace. 
The preacher’s 
wife may need more grace and pa 
tience for the housekeeping than he 
does for the preaching, but any kind 
of service needs a special anointing of 
the Holy Spirit.

Stephen, the first of the

chapter viii, 14, and that is the last 
mention of John in the Acts ex cept in 
x ii, 2, w here he is mentioned as the 
brother of James, who was killed witfc 
the sword. 
It is possible that some 
others may have wished that they had 
been among those chosen as apostles, 
but here are two of seven seemingly 
ordinary men honored above some of 
the apostles. 
It is well to remembei 
that the Spirit gives to every one sever 
ally as He will and to be content tc 
fill any place be its service small oi 
great. 
It is written of Stephen that he was 
a man full of faith and of the Iloly 
Ghost, full of faith and power; that 
he did great wonders and miracles 
among the people, and they were not 
able tP resist the wisdom and the

They gripped his soul and held it 
steady . 
Without tills letter he would 
have torn up the other. 
But the other

Campbell, president of the Youngs­ 
town Sheet and Tube company , which 
was involved in the strike, is also 
threatened in the letter, and destruc­ 
tion of the newspaper’s property is 
hinted at.

Lafay ette. Ind.. Feb. 25.—The Pur­ 
due university armory was destroy ed 
by fire, supposed to he of incendiary 
origin. 
The loss is about $30,000. 
The fire was discovered by Prof. 
Arthur Cole. The West Lafay ette and 
Lafay ette fire departments fought the 
flames and succeeded in saving other 
buildings on the campus. 
The heaviest loss was in govern­ 
ment property , there being 1,200 rifles 
and many sabres and a field piece in 
the 
building. 
Many 
students 
who 
turned out to fight the blaze narrowly 
escaped during the fire. 
Some 
of 
the ammunition in the 
building ex ploded and the ex plosion 
could be heanj for miles. 
The armory was one of the first 
four buildings built at Purdue in 1874. 
For many y ears the building was used 
as an armory and gy mnasium and 
many of the most brilliant social func­ 
tions in the history of old Purdue 
were held in the building.
